for lig hthouse use. 
It has no offensive

Porpoise shooting is followed at all 
seasons and in ¡ill kinds of weather.

a calm sum mer’s day the porpoi» e may 
i be heard blowing a milo or two away . 
If y ou wound a porpoise, and there are 
any sharks around, the shark is very ajtt 
to share y our booty w ith y ou even if h*- 
doesn't devour it in toto.—N ew York 
Recorder.
